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accomplished.  First,  a  collecting  trip  to  the  Caribbean  was  made  and 


several  fresh  samples  of  Aedes  aegypt i  were  obtained.  These  along  with 
previous  samples  from  the  islands  allow  us  to  have  a  very  good  idea  of 
the  genetic  structure  of  Aj_  aegypt i  in  this  region  of  the  world.  The 
attached  reprint  presents  more  details. 
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
